In all, twenty-eight bills and joint 
resolutions were approved by the 
President today. Among them were 
the measure granting a pension to 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, the invalid 
pension bill and the bill to extend 
the provisions of the homestead laws 
touching credit for the period of en- 
listment to soldiers, sallors, marines, 
nurses and officers who served on 
the Mexican border or in the world 
war. Most of the bills related to 
public buildings or projects such as 
extension of time for the construction 
of bridges across navigable streams.

REPORTS EUROPEAN UNREST 
DUE TO UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
WAR CONDITIONS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The 
American labor delegation now in 
Paris headed by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American federa- 
tion of Labor, today sent a cable- 
gram to fedération headquarters 
here urging that Congress “take 
euch action as will put governmental 
affairs into constructive rather than 
a passing or questionable position.” 

The delegation recommended that 
government and private building be 
resumed immediately and that all 
ships 26 per cent. or mere tom- 
pleted be finished at once, thereby 
relieving the labor situation. 

“Our investigation and findinss on 
European countries,” the delegation 
cabled, “show that unrest and un- 
healthy conditions now  pgrevailing 
among labor classes are due mainly 
to after-war conditions: that there 
is danger to the public weal in 
some of the efforts that are being 
put forward by the discontented 
masses and that to prevent growth 
of similar conditions in America, 
Congress must take such action as 
will put governmental affairs into a 
constructive rather than passing or 
questionable position.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.-—Per- 
manent prohibition in the Panama 
canal zone is provided in a bill 
passed today by the Senate and sent 
to the House.

| Projects Realized. 

City Atorney Receives Many 
Pledges of Support.

Fred W. Blanchard, well-known 
business man and holder of exten- 
sive property interests, may be a can- 
didate for Mayor. He is seriously 
considering the matter, but admit- 
ted yesterday that he is “on the 
fence.” 

Mr. Blanchard would be Mayor, 
not for personal aggrandizement, he 
declares, but because the position 
might help him consummate a 
dream he has fostered for years in 
connection with certain improve- 
ments and municipal developments. 
He is of an artistic turn and would 
see the landscape beautified, along 
with other needed improvements, 

Mr. Blanchard has conversed with 
Mayor Woodman about his proposed 
entrance into the race, and in the 
event he becomes a candidate he 
would want it to be a friendly con- 
test.

CITY WINS SUIT. 


Salt Lake Must Pay Asscs«ement 
' Levied on Leased Tidelands. 


City Attorney Stephens was offi- 
clally notified yesterday that the 


State Supreme Court has sustained 
the city in its suit against the Salt 
Lake involving the payment of as- 
sessments on harbor tidelands. As 
a result the company must pay as- 
sessments made against five parcels 
of land. 

Originally, the Supreme Court up- 
held the company. Later, the court 
reversed itself and when the case 
was taken before it again, on techni- 
cal grounds. the decision for the sec- 
ond time favored the city. 

“The amount of money involved 
le of little consequence,” said the 
City Attorney yesterday, “but the 
principle is important. The company 
held that, masmuch as the tide- 
lands had not been assessable, they 
should remain exempt, even though 
leased to a private corporation. The 
city took the opposite view and the 
Supreme Court has ed our 
stand.”

BLACK HAND IN 
NEW SLAYING. 


Italian Fruit Dealer Shot and 
Killed in Auto. 


Murderers in High-Power Car 
Leave no Clew. 


Other Crimes Recalled Where 
Guilty Escape. 


After remaining quiescent for 
two months the Los Angeles 
Black Hand reached out again 
last night and took another vic- 
tim. Mike Rizzo, a fruit dealer 
living at No. 1287 East Fifty- 
first street, was instantly killed 
while driving hia automobile 
along Avenue 18, between 
Broadway, and Albion street, by 
four men driving a high-powered 
Buick car, who opened fire on 
him with sawed-off shotguns. 
Three charges of buckshot en- 
tered Rizzo's body, riddling his 
head, body and left leg. The 
car and the weapons were ap- 
parently the same as those used 
in five other similar killings 
here. 


This was the second attack made 


on Rizzo, he having been wounded 
in twenty-five places when he was 
fired upon by three men in an auto 
while driving on * — 
between Central an ooper 5 
nues, on November 10 last. At that 
time Rizzo refused to divulge his 
assailants’ names. 

When word was flashed to Central 
Station that there had been a kill- 
ing in the Sicilian colony, Detectives 
MeCann and Gamash hurried to the 
scene, but after an hour's investiga- 
tion failed to secure any informa- 
tlon likely to lead to the appr 
hension of the murderers, As is us. 
ally the case when a member of 
the colony ie slain, no one seemed 
to know anything about it. Even the 
immediate members of Rizzo's fam- 
ily failed to shed any light on the 
a 

WITH LOCAL MAFIA. 

That Rizzo was intimately con- 
nected with other known members 
of the local mafia was indicated by 
the fact that Joe Ardizonne, who 
has been charged on several occa- 
sions with the deaths of local Ital- 
lans, called the Recetvins Hospital 
over the telephone an hour after 
Rizzo was slain and inquired where 
the body was taken. Over the tele- 
Phone Ardizonne laughed when 
asked if he had any suspicions as 
to the identity of the gurmen. He 
would not say whether the dead 
man was a friend or enemy. 

While there have been many k- 
ings in the Italian‘ colony, all of 
which have been under mysterious 
circumstances, there has never been 
a conviction of any perpetrator. 

One June 2, 1906, George Maisano. 
a fruiterer, living at 1822 Darwin 
avenue, was slain while driving his 
fruit wagon into his yard. He was 
shot with a sawed-off shotgun by 
a man who had been following him 
on a bicycle. Joe Ardizonne was ar- 
rested, but later released for lack 
of corroborating evidence. 

CAN'T GET EVIDENCE. 

The next month Joseph Cuscla of 
416 South Avenue 19, was shot un- 
der much the same circumetances. 
Tony Matranga was charged with 
this murder, but Uke Ardizzone, he 
was later released for lack of evi- 
dence, 

On November 56, 1917, Sam Ma- 
tranga.of 1837 Darwin avenue was 
killed when an unidentified machine 
carrying four men drew up before 
his garage, and three charges of 
buckshot were fired into him. On 
December 18 of the same year, a 
brother, Pietro Matranga, was also 
slain, when a high-powered auto 
passed his machine at Eastlake ave- 
nue and Biggy street and a charge 
of buckshot was fired at his head.

Posthumous Honor is Paid to Maj. Miller.

Paying posthumous honor to the 
memory of Maj. Oscar F. Miller, who 
was mortally wounded in action at 
Gesnes, France, September 28, 1918, 
the War Department, through Col. 
J. M. Williams, commandant at Fort 


MacArthur, yesterday presented the 
Medal of Valor awarded him to his 
widow, Mra. Anna M. Miller, at the 
family home, 1727 West Fifty-first 
street. 

In presenting the medal to Mrs. 
Miller, in the presence of her son, 
Oscar F. Miller, Jr., and about twen- 
ty friends, Col. Williams read a 
communication from the War De- 
partment, reviewing a copy of Gen. 
Pershing’s citation of bravery in the 
case of Col. Miller, and then re- 
marked: 

“The medal I bring to you in the 
name of the United States govern- 
ment ie the highest honor that can 
be conferred by the government in 
memory of a departed hero. Maj. 
Miller died in the discharge of his 
duty as a soldier, after having ex- 
hibited courage and heroism far be- 
yond the line of duty. No greater 
distinction could come to you, and 
I trust that what this medal signi- 
fles will be some slight compensation 
for the loss you and yours have sus- 
tained.” 

Mrs. Miller, deeply affected by the 
solemnity of the occasion, accept- 
ed the medal with thanks, and hand- 
ed it to her ll-year-old son, Oscar 
F. Miller, Jr., a bright-eyed young- 
ster who looks very much like the 
son of a hero. The boy declared the 


medal will serve as an inspiration for 


him to try to emulate the brave 
deeds for which his father 
known. 

Before going into the service Ma). 
Miller was an attache of the local 
immigration department for more 
than ten years. Yesterday's presen- 
tation was witnessed by Capt. 
Charles T. Connell, who was in 
charge of the immigration office 
while Maj. Miller was there, but 
who is now Federal commissioner of 
conciliation.

The official cita- 
tion by Gen. Pershing which was 
read yesterday by Col. Williams fol- 
lows: 

“Maj. Oscar F. Miller, Three Hun- 
dred and Sixty-first Infantry, cited 
for extraordinary heroism in action 
near Gesnea, France, September 28, 
1918. Maj. Miller displayed re- 
markable bravery while leading his 
battalion against a machine-gun po- 
sition, in which action the enemy 
position wag captured and prisoners 
were taken. Though twice wounded, 
Maj. Miller continued to command 
his men and to urge them on until 
he was fatally wounded and carried 
from the field.” 

SERVED IN PHILIPPINES. 
Maj. Miller saw two years’ service 
in the Philippines as a volunteer in 
the Spanish-American War. He 
joined the officers’ training camp at 
the Presidio in 1917 and was com- 
missioned as captain, later being ad- 
vanced to major. He was sent to 
Camp Lewis, where he took charge 
of a battalion of the Three Hundred 
and Sixty-first Infantry. 

The medal which waa presented 
‘to Mrs. Miller is one of about twenty 
that have been bestowed upon wid- 
ows and mothers of heroes in this 
country. It is a golden star fas- 
tened to a green enameled wreath, 
hung upon a bar inscribed “Valor.” 
The star is inecribed United States 
of America.” With the medal is a 
small blue rosette which may be 


worn on the coat lapel when the

HANDICAP AIDS.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Feb. 20.— 
Men and women of 45 and over are 
still useful to industry, and often 
more useful than youth. 

That is the doctrine of the new 
handicap bureau of the United States 
employment service. It is attracting 
a lot of attenfion by demonstrating 
that middle-aged and old persons 
can be placed in jobs and can hold 
them. The handicap referred to ex- 
ists rather in the attitude of indus- 
try toward the old and middle-aged 
then to the disabilities that come 
with years. These latter are often 
more than made up by the wisdom 
that comes with experience. 

But in business especially, this is 
the age of the young man, meaning 
by that the man under 45. The 
young man owns and operates the 
business world. It is hard to tell 
employers anything about the use- 
fulness of old men. And this de- 
spite the fact that the leaders in 
politics and the arts are nearly all 
gray-headed men, and the Ameri- 
can President, who is now astonish- 
ing Europe with his advanced ideas 
and his energy, ts only a few years 
this side of 70.

Movement for City Library 
Building is Launched. 
First Unit of Civic Center to 
Include Auditorium. 


From One to Two Millions is 
the Estimated Cost. 


At a mass meeting in the Ebel! 
Club House last night the Los An- 
geles Center of the Drama League 
of America adopted resolutions in- 
dorsing a civic center as a practical 
hero memorial for Los Angeles. 

The resolutions incorporate the 
idea of erecting a public library 
and municipal auditorium as the 
first unit for the proposed civic cen- 
ter. A committee of seven to con- 
fer with Mayor Woodman and his 
civic center committee, was appoint- 
ed, as follows: Charles Farwell Ka- 


son, chairman; Dr. Walter Lindley. 
Allison Gaw, Mrs. W: H. An- 


B. C. Sutton and Mrs, J. B. Stearns. 

It was the sense of the meeting 
that from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 
might profitably be spent in provid- 
ing this city with a suitable civic 
center. H. B. Woodill, president of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, who is also a member 
of the Civie Center Committee, said 
he had learned that the city pays 
$90,000 a year rent for offices and 
builders other than its own property. 
That sum he says is equal to 4% per 
cent. a year on $2,000,000, or 9 per 
cent. on $1,000,000.

The intellectual side 
of life depends upon schools and 
libraries. We already have the 


schools. Let us provide ourselves 
—* a magnificent library build- 
ng.” 


That the most ignorant people set 
the pace for a democracy was the 
point made by Charles Ferwell Ed- 
eon. He said that the slowest would 
always hold back the more progres- 
stve element and that Los Angeles 
should lose no time in providing her- 
self with a great building to house 
& greater library, and that there 
should be some arrangement for 
the advancement of art and music. 
He pointed to the municipal audi- 
toriums of St. Paul, Denver, Kansas 
City and other cities, and declared 
that Los Angeles should have facili- 
tles equally as good in order to 
keep pace with the progress of an- 
other decade.

The, distrubution of free seeds to 
home gardeners of the city will begin 
on Friday at a large number of 
community centers, each center be- 
ing in charge of a field secretary 
of the woman's committee of the 
Home Gardens Association.

Judge Trippet yesterday handed 
down an opinion sustaining the 
-|demurrer interposed to the indict- 
ment recently returned againat D. F. 
Robertson, the well-known steam- 
ship agent, charging him with per- 
= jury in connection with an affidavit 
accompanying an appliestion for a 
passport for one of Robertson's cus- 


tomers. 


The President’s proclamation of 
rules for the issuance of vaseports 
during war time provides that “the 
application must be supported by an 
affidavit of at least one credible 
witness who has known the applicant 


for at least two years.” 

Judge Trippet holds *thet the 
proclamation does not demand such 
an oath as Mr. Nebertsor made, and 
therefore the State Department has 
no right to exact it. 

“Bince the law did not authorize 
an oath to be administered, as was 
administered in this case, it follows 
that the defeudant did not violate 
any law by testifying falsely,” de- 
Clares the Hurt.

port four years, when he had only 
known him a month. 


INVESTIGATE CURIOUS TALE 


Thirty-six hours after she was dis- 
covered unconscious, apparently 


: from an overdose of veronal, a sleep- 
ins medicine, Mra. Dorothea Myron- 
Mery! Benson was still in a heavy stupor 


yesterday. It was stated at the 
White Memorial Hospital, where she 
was removed last night, that her 
condition was unchanged. 

Mrs. Benson was found in her 


room at the Hotel Rosslyn at noon 
Monday by Dr. Marvin J. Williams, 
the house physician. An empty bot- 
tle, whose label would indicate that 
it had contained fifty grains of 
veronal, was also found in the room. 
Dr. Williams stated yesterday that 
he did not know how she obtained 
poison unless a friend had brought 
it to her. 

J. R. Coleman, a clerk at the ho- 
tel, remembers that a woman friend 
of Mrs. Benson's spent some time 
with her Sunday evening, and had 
called on her several times through 
the week. The physician found a 
note in the room, giving a telephone 
number, and requesting that a cer- 
tain woman be notified if anything 
happened. He called up this woman 
and discovered her identity. 

An investigation is under way to 
ascertain if this woman friend knew 
that Mrs. Benson intended, as her 
note indicates, to attempt suicide, 
and took no steps to prevent the 
crime, nor to notify the authorities. 
An effort is also being made to learn 
why the alleged attempt at suicide 
was not reported to the police, as 
is required by law. 

When the police finally learned of 
Mrs. Benson's act, Detective Ser- 
geants Smith and Moore were sent 
to the hotel to investigate. They re- 
ported that Mrs. Benson, despondent 
on account of sickness and domestic 
trouble, tcok an overdose of sileep- 
ing medicine with suicidal intent. 
She left a note to her husband, Jo- 
seph Benson, 111 Berkeley avenue, 
Norfolk, Va., according to the de- 
tectives. Later h. the day this note 
had vanished. As the note is said 
to have named a Los Angeles attor- 
ney, and to have accused him of 
ruining her life, the police believe 
it may have been obtained by some 
unscrupulous person who intends to 
use it for blackmailing purposes. 

Mrs. Benson is reported to hre 
taken poison four times, three of 
them within the last month, and al-
